Paris, Nov. 18. Affairs go very bad with M.. 
Gruet, who being brought on Saturday before the 
Chamber of Juftice, defired to fee his Wife and 
Children to take hjs laft Leave of them, who 
being accordingly introduced, a melancholy Scene 
p2ffed, but all their Supplications availed nothing.
